It is a little curious that we are

"Chinese," because they were 
brought from China, where I he boys 
liked ihem, as ours do. They were 
first taken into England about 
A. I>. 1850. They were taken 
from Holland, and were introduced 
to prevent children playing "bowls," 
by givimr them a gentler spoil. 

The liisl marbles were what we 

(tall peewees and commons, ami 

many were made from clay by bal, 
ing. They were very welcome to 
the boys, and soon came into such 
use that factories were built to 
manufriOtUre them. They are chief- 
ly made in Saxony, and at Ol cr- 

siein, in Germany, where they have 

works for that purpose In these 
there is always a Hal, stationary 
Stone, with furrows on its surface 
A large plank oi block of wood 
is suspended over Hie slone, and 
kept moving, sometimes by water- 
power and sometimes by Rnimals 
The sione to be used is Bret 

broken into small squares by work- 
men. Then hundreds of the-e 
squares are thrown into the null, 
and will t is allowed to run among 
thetn. The moving plank oi block 

keeps the bits of stone rolling and 

grinding within the furrows, so that 
the edgM are rapidly worn away 
and they are rounded. 

This work is so quick that a single 
mill can make quite twenty thou 
sand commons in one day, and 
that is more than a city full of boys 
could lose and win in a week, if 
they didn't play " hookey" ai the 
Maine time. 

This is the way in which all the 
cheapest marbles arc made. It is 
cheaper than (be way in China, 
Whatever that may be; anil now Un- 
people of (Jermany sell marbles to 
China, and India, ami Australia, 
and South America.

They ride on horseback, 
and lisli, and wear hats and jackets; 
but who ever saw itlrls playing 
marbles? There ts no reason Why 
they should not use marbles as 
much as jack straws ; but they do 
not, and will not, while a little 

Indian buy, or n colored boy will bo 

very much excited the first time he 

sees the sport, and will often leave 

leap-frog, and hide-and-seek, and 
pi [sonar's base, to play it. 

The boy's year begins wilh 
marbles. Soon after this sport has 
begun, the rainy season ends, the 

earth becomes dry, the grass is 

green, the trees are Covered wilh 
foliage, and new amusements arc 
in order ll is pleasant, to 
take long walks in the forest or 
in the Held.

•lack a dull boy," bill they sel 
the very pla\s which were !>esi liked 
when Romulus and Renins were I, d 
by the wolf, and when Confucius 
was trying to learn what the queer 
characletM used in Chinese writing 
and printing meant . 

This explains what the poet 
meant when he said "the boy is 
lather to Ihe man;" whereas every 

boy knows thai he has no grown-up 

sous, and that none of his play- 

fel'ows have.
